Recent reports show that Fairland has 
done extremely well in Michigan, 
Indiana and Ohio, and in Massachu- 
setts it outyielded both Premier and 
Catskill. It needs moist soil to develop 
the huge crop of fruit. The bright red 
berries are firm enough for shipping a 
moderate distance. They are almost 
as large as Temple.
